Student ticket sales down for football, basketball 


BYU expects sales 
to increase next year

Despite a decline in student ticket 
sales and attendance at football and 
basketball games last season, officials 
in BYU’s Sports Information office 
aren’t worried about next season and 
are actually predicting an increase in 
sales. 

“This last year we had a slight 
downward trend (in attendance and 
ticket sales), but I really anticipate 
that our fans will be back this coming 
year,” said Val Hale, assistant athletic 
director at BYU. 

Each year, 16,512 rotating seats are 
reserved for students in Cougar 
Stadium for the football games, 
according to David Miles, ticket man- 
ager at the Marriott Center. He said 
some years up to 17,200 rotating seats 
have been reserved for students. 

In basketball, up to 9,000 rotating 


student seats are reserved, he said. 

This year, 6,112 student basketball 
season tickets sold and 14,523 student 
football season tickets sold, he said. 

“Generally in basketball our biggest 
years have been in the 6,200 to 6,500 
range,” Miles said. 

“This last year we had quite a few 
no-shows in basketball at various 
games,” Hale said. 

Still, ticket sales for those games 
were average, Miles said. 

In football, student ticket sales were 
down, but overall attendance totaled 
60,000, Hale said. 

“Eighteen-thousand basketball tick- 
ets sold (to both students and the pub- 
lic) per game, which is in the top five 
in the nation,” he said. 

While students haven’t bought as 
many tickets as they have in the past, 
we have had a great student walk-up 
this year, said Dave Champlin, mar- 
keting director for Sports Information.

BYU doesn’t have problem 
scheduling games for teams

BYU sports fans and the national 
sports media have long thought that 
the BYU sports teams are handi- 
capped by the restriction of not being 
ablé to play on Sunday, but not Chris 
Pella, recruiting coordinator for the 
Con gar football team. 

Pella said generally there are plenty 
of Opportunities for the football team 
to play non-Sunday games. 

“There have been some bowl games 
that we haven’t been able to play in 
butthat’s generally not a problem, our 
conference is locked into the Holiday 
Bowl and when we play in it, it isn’t 
played on Sundays,” Pella said. 

“The basketball team probably has a 
harder time not playing on Sundays 
than the football team,” Pella contin- 
ued. 


Pella said that many football games 
are scheduled from six to ten years in 
advance, but with the growth of the 
Western Athletic Conference, the 
schedule is having to be realigned. 

Big games for next year’s football 
team include playing against UCLA 
and Arizona State.The traditional 
“rivals” Utah State are not on the 
schedule. 

“Teams call to play us all the time, 
they know when they come to play 
here that they go away with a good 
paycheck,” Pella said. 

When BYU schedules big teams to 
play at Cougar Stadium, they try to 
book a home and home series, where 
BYU will travel to the visitors home 
the following year. 

“With Utah State there is kind of a 
rival thing ... we’re not willing to go 
there every other year because we get 
no money for it,” Pella said. 
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house have been repaired so many 
times, they have become beyond 
repair. 

Holley said the renovation will 
include updating the building with 
reinforced walls to withstand seismic 
activity. He said the project will cost 
an estimated $3.5 million, which will 
be generated through donations. 

Gene Libutti, projects coordinator 
for the planning division of Physical 
Facilities, described the construction 
as a face-lift. 

“The project includes a 12,000- 
square-foot expansion and the renova- 
tion of an additional 18,000 square 
feet,” Libutti said. He said the con- 
struction is necessary because the 
Smith Fieldhouse has become too 
sfiafl as some athletic programs have 
grown. 

'The project started as an attempt to 
improve the women’s facilities, 
Libutti said. However, over time the 
project grew into the renovation of 
the whole east end of the fieldhouse. 

|LaVell Edwards, head football 
coach at BYU, said the new football 
locker room will help the football 
program tremendously. He said after 
the construction is completed, the 
locker recom will be one of the best 
lockér rooms. 
¢@he old lockers were not big 
endugh for (the football players’) 
éqhipment,” Edwards said. He said 
the hew lockers will give the players 
room to hang and air out their equip- 
pent. The baseball and football teams 
share a locker room now. With the 
change, the baseball team will have a 
separate locker room, Edwards said.

“Right now we have athletes on top 
of athletes in here,” Dorlaque said. 
She said the athletes have the most to 
gain from the expansion of the issue 
room. 

“T will be better able to take care of 
their needs,” Dorlaque said. “It will 
make me happier. And if I’m happier 
the athletes are happier.” She said 
facilitating the equipment needs of the 
athletes is difficult in the current issue 
room. 

A new locker room for female 
coaches will also be added during the 
construction, Dorlaque said. She said 
female coaches will now enjoy a 
locker room of their own, similar to 
the locker room of their male counter- 
parts. 

Mark Robison, assistant men’s track 
coach, said the renovation of the 
men’s Olympic sports locker room 
will also be welcome. He said the 
equipment and training rooms needed 
more space than available in their cur- 
rent quarters. 

“Making the facility a better place 
will benefit everyone,” Robison said. 

The construction is being done in 
phases to accommodate existing pro- 
grams, Libutti said. During the con- 
struction, the men’s intercollegiate 
programs will have to relocate tem- 
porarily. However, the women’s lock- 
er room will remain intact until the 
new women’s locker room is com- 
pleted. 

The construction will also ease con- 
gestion between the Richards 
Building and the Smith Field House, 
Libutti said. The receiving area will 
be moved from the north side of the 
building to the south side of the build- 
ing. The sidewalk between the field 
house and the tennis courts has 
recently been reinforced to allow 
vehicles access to the building from 
the south side, Libutti said.

Charitable contributions to the 
Cougar Club are generally tax 
deductible. 

King said that ticket sales are anoth- 
er important source of revenue for 
BYU sports programs. 

Contributing further to the sports 
budget are the bowl games. 

“Bowl games do generate revenues,” 
King said. “However, they are not as 
significant a factor as some people 
think they are because a portion of the 
funds we have to distribute to the 
other conference members.” 

King said a “sizable portion” of the 
revenues from bowl games goes back 
to other institutions in the conference. 

Decisions about where the money 
goes and how to appropriate to the 
teams’ needs go through the normal 
University budget process like any 
other department.on campus, King 
said. 

“Our end is raising the funds, and 
the budget side of the deal gets to dis- 
tribute the money,” Middleton said. 
“But, we have governing documents 
saying how the budget side breaks it 
up,” said Middleton about how the 
Cougar Club’s funds are actually 
used. 

He said while the Cougar Club is a 
main contributor to sports, other rev- 
enue-generators are basketball and 
football ticket sales, concessions, 
advertising by KSL and others and 
bowl games.

When Clayne Jensen retires on ane. 
31, it will take two’ people to replace 
him. For the last two years, he has lit- 
erally been doing the job of two peo- 
ple. 

Two years ago, while working as 
BYU’s associate advancement vice- 
president, Jensen was asked to 
become BYU’s men’s athletic director 
as well. The two jobs have kept him 
busy, and Jensen is looking forward to 
the change of pace. 

“There is enough financial incentive 
to make you want to retire at 65-years 
old,’ Jensen said. He has been work- 
ing at BYU for 31 years. 

“But also, I am looking forward to 
have more flexibility and freedom to 
do things I haven’t been able to do. 
Sixty-five is a good age to make that 
change.” 

BYU is in the process of choosing 
an athletic director. BYU advance- 
ment vice-president R.J. Snow, who is 
on the nine-member committee that 
will choose the athletic director, said 
he does not know how long the 
process will take. 

“We're going to take as much time 
as we need to choose the right per- 
son,” he said. 

BYU football coach LavVell 
Edwards, basketball coach Roger 
Reid, and newly appointed women’s 
athletic director Elaine Michaelis are 
some of members of the selection 
committee. Snow estimated that the 
committee has heard from about 65 
to 70 applicants. 

Most applicants have come from 
outside of BYU. Snow said the field 
is mainly comprised of people who 
have expressed interest in the job and 
people who have been recommended 
to BYU over the last twe years. 

BYU has traditionally promoted 
administrators from within BYU. But, 
considering the number of outside 
applicants the committee is looking 
at, that might change. Actually, field- 
ing sO many outside applicants has 
been a change for BYU. 

“T don’t know what process has been 
followed previously,” Snow said. “We 
haven’t done this for two decades.” 

BYU is looking for someone who 
understands the mission of BYU and 
the Church, has had Division I experi- 
ence, can organize revenue-producing 
activities and knows NCAA and WAC 
rules, Snow said. 

Jensen has excelled at his job, and 
following him will not be easy for the 
new athletic director. 

“Clayne has been critically impor- 
tant for BYU athletics,’ Snow said. 
“He’s helped bring BYU athletics to 
the forefront, and has helped BYU 
become a power on a national level.” 

As BYU..athletics have grown, 
expectations have also. Although peo- 
ple have high expectations, Jensen 
said he has not felt any external pres- 
sure, and the new athletic director 
shouldn’t either. 

“The only pressure I feel is self- 
imposed,” Jensen said. 

“T feel like if I can’t do the job, 
someone else should. That’s the pres- 
sure I feel, not pressure from the out- 
side.” 

However, with the legacy Jensen has 
built at BYU, it would be hard for the 
new athletic director not to feel that 
pressure.

, With Micron building near Lehi, an 
expanded sewage plant will be neces- 
sary to keep: up iwith the expected 
population increase, said Dale Walker, 
water; and sewer superintendent for 
Lehi City. 

1 Because of Lehi’s recent growth, the 
expansion had to bé done anyway, 
Walker said. Coming up with the 
finances to pay for the expansion will 
be‘the’problem. 

'SWe are at capacity now,” he said. 
“There had to be some changes made 
in‘what exists, even without Micron.” 
‘Micron currently reclaims. 40 per- 


cent of its waste water in Boise, said 
Julie Nash, Micron public relations 
coordinator. Nash said Micron hopes 
to be able to reclaim as much as 80 to 
90 percent of its water by 1997. 

Jim Jones, Utah business develop- 
ment manager for waste management, 
is not concerned about the increase in 
waste created by Micron. 

Micron is.a commercial waste cus- 
tomer and will hire its own private 
waste disposal haulers, Jones said. 

In addition, Micron should have sta- 
tionary compacters and recycling 
within the factory, he said. 

“We have recycling programs at 
Micron and we also sell things like 
palates, paper products, scrap metal, 
buckets and barrels for re-use,” said 
Nash. 

Jones said waste management has a 
contract with Lehi and as more homes 


are built in Lehi because of Micron 
or any other reason, more collectors, 
trash bins and routes will be needed. 

“We are used to dealing with popu- 
lation increases,” said Jones. “It’s fair- 
ly simple, we just need to put another 
truck on the road.” 

Nash said Micron has received cer- 
tificates from Idaho state and the 
Federai Department of Energy for its 
conservation efforts. 

Jones is excited about having the 
new manufacturing plant near Lehi. 

Walker said while many people are 
optimistic about the coming of 
Micron near Lehi, others are sad 
because they are losing the small 
town feeling of Lehi. 

“It’s going to be a different atmos- 
phere with more people and traffic,” 
said Walker. “But I like the small 
town life.”

“People who are stewards wouldn’t 
do such things,” Jim Faulkner associ- 
ate director of the National Lands 
Council said. The council is based in 
Bountiful. 

The council says it is tired of getting 
pushed around by the federal govern- 
ment. 

Faulkner said man was put as a mas- 
ter over.the earth. 

He thinks the violence may come 
from Earthfirst. “I wouldn’t put it past 
them,” he said. 

The organization holds conferences 
to educate land owners on how to 
defend their rights, Faulkner said. 
They want to be consulted by the state 
before anything is decided. They 
believe in the termed “home rule” and 
the “wise use” movements. 

“Wise use” was started by miners, 
Booth Wallentine vice president of the 
Utah Farm Bureau said. It is conser- 
vation.of resources, he said, but not 
preservation. “Environmentalists 
take it to mean only preservation and 
no use,” he said. 

“County rule is a concept that origi- 
nated “with the constitution,” 
Wallentine said. “It suggests that the 
closer the government’s decision to 
the people, the better.” That means 
cities, towns and counties, he said.

But if there was no BLM or other 
government agencies managing the 
land, it wouldn’t cost so much. 

When asked he plans to do about the 
threats, Nelson replies, “we’re going 
to continue to do our job.”

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ASL director suggests new ways 
to teach students sign language

Teaching and understanding 
American Sign Language literature 
needs to be approached differently 
since it is not a written language, said 
Samuel J. Supalla, director of ASL 
and deaf studies at the University of 
Arizona, in the Ernest L. Wilkinson 
Center on Friday. 

“When you show a video with a 
story to ASL students, there is more 
to it than asking the students whether 
they comprehend what is going on,” 
Supalla said. 

He said the sequence of the story is 
not the only thing the students need to 
understand. 

“As in any English-literature class 
there is a lot of culture and back- 
ground included in a story which 
needs to be discussed also,” Supalla 
said. 

Supalla added that remembering a 
sequence of signs is fine but not 
enough if no time is spent on really 
understanding what it teaches about 
the history, about the person who tells 
the story, and about deaf people’s 
experiences in a hearing environment. 

“A story that is told orally and not 
written down is different every time it 
is told because of the person telling it 
and the different audiences,” he said. 

He said the definition of literature is 
changing and copyrighting stories and 
literature is a childish attitude. 

“Tt is an odd idea to say, ‘This is my 
story! It is mine, mine, mine!’” 
Supalla said. 

Supalla explained a story belongs to 
the whole community. 

“People also overlook that oral lan- 
guages can have a literature, but liter- 
ature is an important way to teach 
about culture,” he said. 

He said ASL students can go into a 
deaf community and socialize and 
learn about the life and culture of deaf 
people, but deaf literature and proper 
discussion of it helps students to 
understand better what they experi- 
ence. 

Supalla invited someone from the 
audience to tell or sign the story of 
the hitchhiker. 

The story tells about a hearing hitch- 
hiker who gets a ride with a deaf dri- 
ver. 

The deaf driver does not get a ticket 
for speeding when the policeman 
finds out that he is deaf. 

When the driver gets tired and lets 
the hitchhiker drive, the hearing man 
pretends to be deaf when he gets 
stopped by the police. The policeman 
asks him in sign language for his dri- 
ver’s license.

“This is an example of a story told 
over and over among deaf people, and 
it is not only entertaining but address- 
es also the struggle deaf people had to 
go through to get their driver’s licens- 
es, that many officials are not sure 
how to treat deaf people, and much 
more,” Supalla said. 

He invited the audience to think 
about the number of English literature 
classes they had taken compared to 
the number of ASL literature classes 
offered at most universities. 

Samuel J. Supalla, who is deaf him- 
self, has done extensive research on 
manually coded English and its 
effects on the language learning 
potential of deaf children. 

Supalla’s research interests range 
from theoretical aspects of signed lan-

Christensen also stressed the impor- 
tance of sticking with one partner and 
not switching. 

One of the many subject partners 
must agree on is how much they want 


to put into dancing financially: 
Petersen said when she first got into 
ballroom dancing “I knew it would 
that money but I didn’t know how 
much.” She has paid up to $2400 for 
one ball gown, and that’s just the 
gown. 


Dancers must also pay for shoes, 


accessories, travel expenses, entry 
fees, any private lessons they take and 
men’s costumes too. Shoes run 
around $100 and men’s tail suits 
around $900. 


Roberts and Petersen attribute a 


great deal of their success to private 
lessons yet these have cost them 
around $60 per hour. 


To make such a financial commit- 


ment a potential ballroom dancer 
must have a great deal of desire and to 
make that desire fruitful it must be 
accompanied by determination. 


The first step toward making a reali- 


ty of the dream of being a ballroom 
dancer is taking classes. BYU offers 
classes on three level in each of the 
three ballroom styles. : 


The next step is to find a partner to 


work with and then start competing. 
Competing can have an enormous 
influence on your progression as a 
dancer, Roberts said.

“Fabricio did outstanding,”

qualify for nationals is quite an honor 
and quite an accomplishment.

BYU’s team score of 224.30 was 
considerably lower than the rest of the 
field. Finishing ahead of BYU were 
Stanford (228.75), Oklahoma 
(2257-325), Nebraskae (22a 2o))., 
California (226.725), and New 
Mexico (226.65). 

“T think some of our guys were real- 
ly nervous,” Sakamoto said. “The 
pressure of such a big meet kind of 
got to some of the guys. It was a good 
learning experience for the younger 
guys, however.”

WASHINGTON — Women’s 
rights supporters rallied near the 
Capitol Sunday to protest “vio- 
lence against women” — a term 
they applied not only to rape and 
battering but also to political 
assaults on welfare spending, 
abortion and affirmative action. 

“As women have been able to 
take some smail measure of 
power, we're facing a fierce back- 
lash,” Patricia Ireland, president of 
the National Organization for 
Women, toid the crowd. 

Thousands of people spread 
across the National Mall for the 
rally, organized by NOW and 
endorsed by more than 700 
groups, including abortion-rights 
supporters, labor unions, civil 
rights groups, gay and lesbian 
organizations, environmentalists, 
socialists, victims’ rights advo- 
cates and welfare recipients. 

Ireland estimated the crowd at 
250,000. The National Park 
Service planned to release its own 
estimate, which was expected to 
be lower. 

Coming at the end of the first 
100 days of the new GOP-led 
Congress, the “Rally for Women’s 
Lives” focused heavily on the 
conservative agenda of House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, R-Ga. 

Speakers voiced fears that 
Congress would curtail abortion 
rights, cul spending on welfare 
programs for women and children, 
dismantle affirmative action pro- 
grams for women and minorities, 
and cut funding to prevent domes- 
tic violence and aid its victims. 
They equated what they called 
“political violence” with physical 
attacks. . 

“Be it personal terror or political _ 
terror, it has just one purpose - 
control, said Eleanor Smeal, 
president of The Feminist 
Majority. “We are the majority. 
Our rights will only be taken away 
if we allow the terrorists to reign.” 

Hoisting signs that read “NOW, 
Not Newt” and “Republicans 
Don't Need Abortions, They Eat 
Their Young,” demonstrators 
chanted “We won't go back.” A 
few women stripped to their bras, 
and some went topless in the 
warm sun. Men and children also 
were sprinkled through the crowd. 

“There should be as many men. 
here as women here,” the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson said. “Men must 
Know that none of us are secure 
until all of us are secure.”

DURHAM, N.C. — Anti-nerve gas 
pills combined with anti-insect com- 
pounds may be the cause of a mysteri- 
ous cluster of ailments known as Gulf 
War syndrome, researchers said. 

Duke University Medical Center 
researchers tested nerve gas pills, 
insect repellents and insecticides 
given to U.S. troops during the Gulf 
War and discovered nervous system 
damage in laboratory animals, The 
Herald-Sun of Durham reported 
Sunday. 

The team’s lead scientist warned 


that no undisputed link has been : 


established between the chemicals 
and insecticides and the ailments 
reported by about 37,000 veterans of 
the war. 

But that’s where the preliminary 
findings point, said Mohamed Abou- 
Donia, deputy director of Duke’s toxi- 
cology program. 

“I’m confident we have more than a 
hypothesis,” he said. “We have very 
solid data to demonstrate we have a 
plausible scenario of what could have 
happened in the Gulf War.” 

In every case, the lab animals - 
chickens - exposed to the combination 
of chemicals suffered nervous system 
damage like that suffered by veterans. 

Last month, the Pentagon’s top doc- 
tor said no single cause of Gulf War 
syndrome had been found. 

Dr. Stephen Joseph released updated 
figures of a Pentagon medical evalua- 
tion program of Gulf War veterans 
showing that in 84 percent of cases a 
clear diagnosis of health problems 
could be found.

Ross Perot. a longtime veterans 
advocate, gave the Duke researchers 
$150,000 for the study that began last 
July. 

Abou-Donia said the Department of 

Veterans Affairs has invited him to 
Washington to present his data. The 
study is nearly ready for publication. 
he said. 
“We're not saying this is what hap- 
pened in the Gulf War.” Abou-Donia 
said. “What we have done so far is a 
simulation, to some extent, of what 
might have happened.” 

The next step, he said: understand- 
ing how it happens. 

One possible reason some veterans 
got sick and others didn’t is that each 
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person's ability to deal with toxie# 


chemicals varies.

“It’s a kind of scenario that is faitly 
easy to construct but difficult to 
prove. said Ernest Hodgson. head of 
the toxicology department at North 
Carolina State University in Raleigh.

“Chemicals do interact, and there 
are cases where the toxicity of two 
chemicals is far greater than when 
given separately. ... So it’s credible, 
but that’s a long way from proofs 
Hodgson said.
